Wounded Gunman 
Sighted in L A. 

LOS ANGELES. (/Pt—A new 
chase for suspects in the slaying 
of Gambler George (Les) Brune- 
man began today when a sedan 
containing two gunmen, one of 
them wounded, was reported 
sighted on West Pico boulevard. 

C. H. Hicks, merchant marine 
officer, told police he .saw the 
wounded man in the front seat, 
a pistol beside him and a bullet 
hole in the windshield. 

Hicks said he went over to the 
■sedan, parked on the boulevard li¬ 
the dark early morning hours, and 
offered to help the man. 

“Just then a second man in a 
brown hat and brown suit popped 
out of the rear compartment, 
pointed a sawed-off shotgun at me 
and, with an oath, ordered me to 
get out of there,” Hicks said. 

Detectives who answered Hicks’ 
telephoned alarm reported his de¬ 
scription of the man in the rear 
seat fairly fitted one of the two 
gunmen who kiUed Bruneman in 
a beer parlor Monday morning. 

The car was gone when detec¬ 
tives reached the scene. They 
found, however, a blood-smeared

SHANGHAI. (.?>)—Historic Chapei, world-renowned 
since the clash of China’s nineteenth route army with the 
Japanese in 1932, met its final doom tonight. 

Whipped by a southerly wind, miles of flame swept 
through what was left of this one-time humanity-packed 
city which again became a battlefield Aug. 13. The fires 
started early today when the Chinese resistance to the Jap- 

•>anese collapsed. 

The scenes here tonight wen 
virtually identical to those I saw 
in 1932 when the terrific struggle 
it did today, with a

sudden Chinese withdrawal before 
the relentless punishment of the 
Japanese mechanized army and 
navy. 

Stretching from well toward 
Kiangwan southward Into Chapei 
to the very edges of the inter¬ 
national settlement, thence west¬ 
ward for an undetermined number 
of miles, uncontrolled fire swept 
whatever was in its path. 
DESTINED TO DIE 

Patches of shell-torn but thus 
far unbumed buildings dotted this 
huge area in which courageous 
Chinese troops, refusing to retreat 
before the Japanese thrust, fought 
on. 

But they seemingly were des¬ 
tined to be engulfed in the flames 
If Japanese bullets did not bring 
a speedier end. 

Meanwhile, United States ma¬ 
rines were authorized to open fire 
in self defense on any airplane 
attacking them or non-combatants 
in their sector of the International 
Settlement. 

Admiral Harry Yarnell, com¬ 
mander of the United States 
Asiatic fleet, authorized the de¬ 
fensive measure as fierce fight¬ 
ing. intensified by the retreat of 
Chinese troops from Chapei to the 
new defense line, raged menacingly 
around the settlement. 

BATTLE FLAMES 

Firemen from the International 
Settlement, deployed on the south 
bank of Soochow creek, continud 
to fight to save the foreign area 
from destruction. In a single area 
where the flames jumped the creek 
ISO buildings were burned, but 
the firemen said the fire was un¬ 
der control. 

It was a repetition of 1932 on a 
grander scale. Being a survivor 
of Japan’s great earthquake Sept. 
1, 1923, I saw Tokyo and Yoko¬ 
hama bum in fires resulting from 
that disaster. Tonight recalled 
those horrors. 

Chapei will be blackened ruins 
devoid of life before the flames, 
threatening all Shanghai, subside. 

Admiral Yarnell’s action grew 
out of repeated attacks by Jap¬ 
anese fliers on Chinese positions 
along the edges of the settlement. 
These raids reached a climax Sun¬ 
day when a Japanese flier machine 
gunned British troops and a party 
of British and American horseback 
riders on Keswteh road, killing one 
British soldier. 

The British Immediately ordered 
their troops to act in self defense 
if such an attack were repeated. 

United States authorities said 
.50 caliber anti-aircraft machine 
guns, making up part of the arma-

SWERVED CAR 

Sergeant Swarth of the Los An¬ 
geles sheriff’s sub-station at San 
Dimas, said an investigation 
showed that the .school bus had 
slipped to unload the children 
when the tragic accident happened. 
He .said the g’tl f,oil owed her 
brother, Albert Westbrook, off the 
bus. The hoy had crossed the 
street toward his home, and his 
little sister followed him. 

Maahs, driving a coupe in which 
his wife. Gertrude Maahs, and his 
.sister-in-law, Lucille Sweet, of 
Death Valley, were passenger.s. 
told officers he swerved to avoid 
hitting the boy, and then struck 
the girl, police .said. 

HIT DOOR HANDLE 

The body of the girl was hurled 
23 feet from the point of impact, 
and the ear stopped 45 feet from 
the point of impact, the police 
report showed. There was a dent 
in the right door of the coupe 
where the body struck, it was re¬ 
ported, and there were wisps of 
hair clinging to the door handle. 

The girl wa.s rushed to Clare¬ 
mont, and then to the Pomona 
Valley hospital. She was dead 
when the bus driver arrived at 
the ho.spital. Dr. George W. Kel¬ 
ler told police that there was a 
hole in the base of the girl's skiitl 
large enough to put his thumb in, 
and police assumed that the door 
handle had .struck her at that 
point. The victim’s shoes were 
torn off when she was struck. 

The body was taken to the Todd 
and Reeves mortuary at Pomona, 
where an inquest will be held at 
9:30 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

Maahs has several children of 
his own. He ha.s lived in Orange 
moat of his life and now is re¬ 
tired, He does some odd jobs yet, 
in the carpentry field. 


WASHINGTON. (fl>) — Labor’s 
peace conference recessed today 
until Nov. 4 after each side had 
turned down the other’s peace 
proposal. 

Harvey Fremmino, one of the 
CIO organization negotiators said 
the recess was “in no way con¬ 
sidered a permanent disagree¬ 
ment.” 

He said the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor’s three-man delega¬ 
tion had “learned some thln,gs 
they didn’t know before” and 
added that the conference broke 
up because "we all had a lot of 
other things to do." 

Joseph Curran, National Mari¬ 
time union president, and another 
CIO negotiator, emerged from the 
conference room in an apparent 
good humor and said: 

SNUB PROPOSAL 

"Well, now, we have got to go 
up and elect Mayor LaGuardia 
(of New York).’’ 

The CIO had turned down the 
A. F. of L. peace proposal earlier. 

“The proposal suggests abject 
surrender,” Philip Murray, chair¬ 
man of the CIO peace committee, 
said in a statement issued two 
hours after the federation had sug-

ANCHORAGE, Alaska. (.P)_The 
bodies of II miners killed in an ex¬ 
plosion in the Evan Jones coal 
mine were brought to Anchorage 
today, leaving the fate of three 
others still undetermined. 

Five bodies were removed from 
the mine during the night, in ad¬ 
dition to the six found shortly 
after the unexplained blast ripped 
through the mine yesterday. 

Four men escaped unhurt. An¬ 
other, Vie Raide, foreman, was 
severely burned. 

The bodies brought here today 
were placed in a mortuary to 
await identification. Most were 
so badly burned that they could 
not be recognized. 

Officials of the mine, which sup¬ 
plies the Alaska railroad with coal, 
had not yet issued a list of names 
of the 19 men working at the time 
of the explosion.

LOS ANGELES. (j 4*»—The pos¬ 
sibility of a strike of trainmen and 
bus drivers of the Pacific Electric 
Railway system, serving vast por¬ 
tions of Southern California with 
passenger, mail and freight serv¬ 
ice, appeared nearer today. 

C. T. Nolan, general chairman 
of the P. E. employes, said that 
federal mediation of the threat¬ 
ened strike has failed. 

"We are awaiting instructions 
from the national mediation board 
at Washington, which will de¬ 
termine the next action of the em¬ 
ployes,” said Nolan. 

The employes have agreed to 
give 72 hours notice before walk¬ 
ing off their jobs. They are de¬ 
manding an approximate 30 per 
cent wage increase which would 
give one-man car operators and 
bus drivers 90 cents an hour, and 
operators of two-men cars 80 cents 
an hour.

WASHINGTON. (TPi — Railroad 
tariff experts today tentatively set 
Nov. 10 as the date when in¬ 
creased freight rate charges will 
become effective. 

The decision was reached fol¬ 
lowing a conference at the inter¬ 
state commerce commission. 

The rate experts said the car¬ 
riers, with proper cooperation 
from the various state railroad 
commissions concerned, would be 
able to file new schedules with 
the commi.ssion by Nov. 5. 

The commission last week 
grante'i the carriers increased 
rates on a selected list of heavy 
commodities wh'ch is expected to 
yield $47,500,000 additional reve- 
I nue annually.

Work on a new 130-acre water 
spreading ground along the Santa 
Ana river began today, following 
placing in escrow of a $5500 deal 
by which Orange county water 
district bought the property from 
Stem Brothers of Fullerton. 

Acquisition of the new proper¬ 
ty, adjacent to present spreading 
grounds near the Yorba bridge, 
is in line with the district’s pro¬ 
gram of controlling several 
spreading grounds along the river. 
Water released from the Prado 
dam and other flood control works 
up-stream thus will be conserved. 

The new spreading grounds are 
near where the river last winter 
seriously undercut banks and 
threatened to wash out the bridge. 
Most of the 130 acres is in the 
river bed, but some of the prop¬ 
erty is on its banks.

By-Laws Changed at 
La Habra Meet 

A blood transfusion which is ex¬ 
pected to produce a vigorous, 
Itounding organization from the 
former faltering Associated Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce of Orange coun¬ 
ty, was effected at a meeting in 
La Habra last night. 

Members approved changes in 
the by-laws which will let down 
membership bars, allowing bodies 
other than chambers of commerce 
to attend and vote at meetings, 
and changed the much-discussed 
law which withheld action on any 
resolution for at least 28 days. The 
changes were proposed by a spe¬ 
cial committee headed by Ross 
Shafer of Tustin. 

INTERNAL WARFARE 

The SLSsociated body neared dis¬ 
aster some time ago when internal 
warfare followed action on several 
matters and the Santa Ana cham¬ 
ber clause was incorporated in new 
by-laws. The latest voting idea, 
whereby definite policies will be 
established and instant action on 
any matter effecting the policies 
will be possible, was approved by 
directors of the Santa Ana cham¬ 
ber. 

If a resolution along the lines 
of a chamber policy is approved, 
it still is to be brought before 
the board of directors of the coun¬ 
ty group, Shafer pointed out, and 
if the board disapproves of the ac¬ 
tion, it will be brought back be¬ 
fore the associated at a later date, 
where a two-thirds vote will be 
necessary to pass it. 

JUNIOR CHAMBER 

The new setup provides for 
membership of a junior chamber 
if there is no senior group in a 
community, or for appointment of 
a representative from a body sim¬ 
ilar to a chamber.

This precaution against a mili¬ 
tary emergency was taken, as 
flames penetrated the settlement 
at one point and by midaftemoon 
had consumed a square block of 
closely-packed houses on Tibet 
road. All available foreign fire 
engines deployed along Soochow 
creek, which flows between Chapei 
and the international area, to keep 
the blaze from spreading. 

Just west of the settlement 
boimdary, Chinese and Japanese 
armies faced each other from op¬ 
posite banks of winding, muddy, 
Soochow creek. During the night 
and day of fighting in which 
Japanese occupied Chapei-China’s 
Alcazar —- Chinese were driven 
across the Shanghai - Ananking 
railroad and down the northwest 
boundary of the foreign area. 

Generalissimo C h i a n g Kai- 
Shek's warriors dug in along the 
southern bank of the creek, pre¬ 
pared to force Japanese to wage 
another major engagement. 
CLOSE GATES 

British defenders closed barbed 
wire gates and refused to permit 
any more refugees fleeing from 
Japanese to enter the settlement. 
Thousands of Chinese surged 
against the barricades, screaming 
in terror, but British declared 
opening the gateway would imperil 
the settlement. 

Because machine gun fire en¬ 
dangered the settlement's western

Willard Brett, South Gate chief 
of police, said Boyer confessed 
that he killed his wife with an 
iron dumb-bell during a quarrel 
last Aug. 1 and five days later 
buried her body in a two-foot 
grave in a vacant lot. 

“She wouldn’t divorce me nor 
let me divorce her,” Chief Bretz 
quoted the prisoner as saying. ”I 
got sick and tired of it. I made 
up my mind to kill her a long 
time ago.” 

Letters which police said Boyer 
admitted having written in his 
wife’s name to her mother, Mrs. 
F. W. Doane of El Dorado. Kan., 
gave rise to suspicions which led 
to his arrest yesterday. 

For two days after he crushed 
her skull. Chief Bretz said Boyer 
related, her body remained in 
their South Gate home. Then he 
carried it to a nearby garage, 
trussed it with rope, wrapped it 
in newspapers, tied an oil-cloth 
sack about the head and crammed 
it into an old trunk, the officer 
said. 

Three clays later, under cover 
of night he strapped the trunk to 
the rear of his automobile, Bretz 
declared, drove to the vacant lot 
and scooped out a shallow grave 
five feet from the sidewalk, where 
he buried the body.

Luckman Bids 
For Post on 
All-America

So far as Robert Louis Hoffman 
is concerned, the search for the all- 
America left halfback is over. Mis 
choice begins and ends with Sid 
Luckman, Columbia’s brilliant 
junior. 

The season may be only one- 
third completed, Hoffman admits, 
but with a vehemence which only 
an embryonic Blackstone such as 
he can muster, he argues that in 
three games this season Luckman 
did enough to earn a place on 
anybody’s mythical team. 

“In three game.s—against Wil¬ 
liams, Army and Pennsylvania,” 
he points out, “Luckman found re¬ 
ceivers for 30 of 55 attempted 
passes for a total gain of 439 
yards. He tossed two touchdown 
passes against Army and repeated 
the performance against Penn. 
Eighteen of his passes found their 
mark in the Army game for 202 
yards. Five of the seven tosses he 
made against Penn were completed 
for 117 yards. Pitching like that 
should entitle him to a place on 
the team even if he had nothing 
more. 

“But Luckman’s usefulness 
doesn’t stop there. He can carry 
the ball with the best. He showed 
that against Army when he took 
a kick-off on his own 20-yard line 
and raced through the entire Cadet 
team to score. And again, against 
Penn, when he took the ball over 
the goal, gained 66 yards from 
scrimmage and picked up 78 yards 
on punt run-backs and one inter¬ 
ception of a Penn forward pass. 

“Doesn’t that convince you that 
Luckman springs from the mold 
from which all-Americas are 
made?" 

It is very Impressive. But three 
games hardly make a season. You 
do have to admit that if Sid Luck¬ 
man carries on at the same blaz¬ 
ing pace it is going to be very 
difficult to keep him off the honor 
roll. 

The improvement shown by 
Luckman, especially in the ball- 
carrying department, is amazing. 
He was a good passer last year 
and a fair runner, but this fall he 
emerged a great runner as well as 
an improved passer. The hours the 
Columbia coaching staff spent 
tutoring him in the art of running 
with the ball have borne fruit.

LATERAL PASS 
EXPIRING IN 
U.S. FOOTBALL 


By DREW MIDDLETON 

NEW YORK. (A>l—The lateral 
pass, two years ago the people’s 
choice as football’s most exciting 
bit of by play, is quietly expir¬ 
ing in the nation’s stadia. 

From the outset the coaches 
looked on the lateral with sus¬ 
picion. Even two years ago, when 
fans and writers were loudly hail¬ 
ing the “new type of offense," the 
men who shape the football styles 
with a conservatism worthy of a 
senator from Vermont were op¬ 
posed to the play’s general use. 

The lateral’s two most in¬ 
spired protagonists, “Handy 
Andy” Kerr of Colgate and Fran¬ 
cis Schmidt of Ohio State, now 
are casting sheep’s eyes at the old 
standbys and foregoing the quick 
transfer in the open field. 

“The lateral pass is a nice play 
to watch, but dangerous," says 
Lou Little, Columbia maestro. 
“Dovetailed into a balanced of¬ 
fense it is a factor, but not an 
important one in advancing the 
ball.’’ 

Hooks Mylin, mentor of Lafay¬ 
ette’s unbeaten, untied and un¬ 
scored on eleven, backs Lou up. 
“It’s a great play to see done 
well, but often it is costly to the 
offensive team.” 

A survey of 20 of Saturday’s 
major games shows not one of 
the 40 teams resorting to lateral 
legerdemain for scoring plays. But 
efforts to hide the bail and the 
point of attack have been re¬ 
doubled, the reports show. Spin¬ 
ners and fake spinners, single, 
double and fake reverses abound 
and the forward pass never has 
been employed with greater pro¬ 
fligacy. 

Mai Stevens, N. Y. U. coach, of- 
fer.s a .solution for the play’s grad¬ 
ual diminuendo. “It’s too hard to 
teach when a coach doesn’t have 
unlimited time to work with his 
players. Then, too, it takes a ma¬ 
ture player to use it. Youngsters 
are liable to tighten up when hit 
and they have to lateral before 
contact is made to be effective." 

Three years ago Colgate’s Red 
Raiders knocked New York fans 
out of their seats with four-man 
downfield laterals, laterals which 
started forward pass plays, and 
laterals on the end of forward 
passes. That day, against Tulane, 
it wasn’t football, according to the 
Southerners, it was a black magic. 

Now, like Ohio State which has 
turned loose its reserves of power, 
Colgate, struggling to gain a ma¬ 
jor victory, has given the lateral 
play the go-bye. It may be trea¬ 
son, but Kerr is talking straight 
football and his boys are playing 
it.

More and more the sentiment 
grows that principles included in 
the Town.send plan are correct 
and needed. The action of the 
above named association in 
placing the age of enforced re¬ 
tirement at age 60 is but another 
evidence indicative of what men 
are thinking these days. The dif¬ 
ference between the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Railroad Employc.s’ 

National Pension as.sociation and 
the ones advocated by the Town¬ 
send movement are that under 
the Townsend plan when enacted 
into law there would be no com¬ 
pulsory retirement; but the re¬ 
ward for such retirement is made 
.so alluring as to be effective nev- 
erthele.ss. The Townsend people 
believe in the continuation of dem¬ 
ocratic privileges and so do not 
desire to see people forced to re¬ 
tire from gainful employment but 
they do insist that if advantage 
is taken of the annuity privileges 
advocated that they must retire 
from gainful pur.suit.s. That leaves 
every man free when he reaches 
the age of 60 to continue on in 
his chosen field of endeavor if lie 
so desires but places before him 
the privilege of a generous an¬ 
nuity if he will voluntarily retire 
from competition with younger 
men for the jobs available.

Twists To 
Early Apples 


By JUDITH WILSON 

Every cook is tempted by the 
baskets of red and green apples 
that are being sold at roadside 
stands everywhere. These early 
apples though inexpensive, are not 
so well liked, because of a cer¬ 
tain insipid flatness. 

If you use some imagination, 
however, and add other flavors to 
bring out the natural tang of the 
fruit, you can make apple dishes 
that are just as delicious as those 
you get from the more fiavorsome 
fruit later in the season. 

GLAZED SPICED APPLES 

3 cups sugar 
IVi cups water 

1 blade mace 
1 2-inch stick cinnamon 
1 teaspoon whole cloves 
1 pepper com 
Lemon peel 
S apples 

% cup lemon juice 
Mix the sugar and water in a 
fairly large pan. Add the spices 
and lemon peel after putting them 
in a loosely tied cheesecloth bag. 
Bring to a rapid boil, skim and 
add tte lemon juice. Then into 
this syrup place the carefully 
pared and cored apples cut in 
quarters or eighths. Simmer gen¬ 
tly, turning the apples occasion¬ 
ally until they are clear but will 
still hold their shapes. Remove 
from the syrup with a perforated 
spoon, placing in a glass dessert 
dish or in jars if you do not ex¬ 
pect to use them immediately. 
Boil the syrup until it reaches 
the jeliy stage. Pour over the ap 
pies and let cool. Serve as des¬ 
sert, with a topping of unsweet¬ 
ened whipped cream and a gar¬ 
nish of chopped nutmeats. 

SPICED APPLE SAUCE 

4 large tart apples 

% teaspoon ground ginger 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
% cup sugar 
Water 

Wash, pare, core and cut the 
apples into small pieces. Add 
about 2 cups water to the parings 
and boil 10 minutes. Strain this 
liquid over the cut-up apples and 
add more water if necessary to 
cover. Boil until tender, remove 
from the fire and add the sugar 
and spices. This is good either 
hot or cold. If you prefer, the 
apples may be left unpared 
rooked until tender and then 
pressed through a coarse sieve. 
By using the skins, you get a 
richer flavor and a nicer color 
for your apple ■ sauce. 

Serve with pan-broiled pork 
chops or roast pork.

Remember the movie color cartoons ? A sylvan scene, 
flowers, butterflies, birds a twitter, cheerfulness and hap¬ 
piness. Then the music takes an ominious note. Enter; 
Tlie big black spider. 

A recent issue of the “March of Time” movie release 
on the Chinese-Japanese war strikes a surprising parallel. 
Chinese are shown working and building. Children in 
schools. Youths engaged in outdoor sports. A picture of 
a healthy, happy nation in the making. Enter: Japan. 
The only representations of the Japanese are of troops in 
action and marching grimly, ugly generals barking orders. 

Naturally this movie fits in large part with American 
sympathies, which are by and large for China. But this 
doesn’t justify a distorted picture. The movie might have 
shown Japanese at work in factories and engaged in con¬ 
structive tasks. It might have shown Japanese children at 
play and in school. The only pictures of Chinese might 
have been pictures of troops engaged in civil wars, of Chi¬ 
nese agitators instigating boycotts against Japanese trade 
in China—necessary to the Japanese from their viewpoint. 

If Americans are desirous of freeing their nation from 
Asiatic entanglements and keeping out of that war, they 
must preserve a remarkable state of mental balance when 
they are subjected to the pressure of the type here dis¬ 
cussed—in newsreels or in articles. 

The war spirit thrives on human sympathy. The Jap¬ 
anese, on their side, make extensive claims of brutalities 
to their women and children living in China, in building up 
their war spirit at home. Make no mistake; the Japanese 
do not think they are the villains in the plot. 

Each side thinks it is right; that the humanities are 
on its side. 

The fact that American sympathy is as strongly pro- 
Chinese as it is brings this sympathy into direct conflict 
with our desire for peace. 

Pro-Chinese propaganda is a grave threat under these 
conditions. Of course, there will be pro-Japanese propa¬ 
ganda also, but the latter is not the dangerous kind. It 
can not take root. No one is thinking of fighting the 
Chinese. 

If we want peace, we had better remember the last 
war and take everything that is anti-Japanese with some 
substantial grains of salt. 

Postmen will take the employment census in Or¬ 
ange county. Maybe they’ll really knock twice, once 
with the mail and a second time to take the census. 


Man’s Divinity 


“Would you be free from the restraint of your body? 
Live in it as if you were about to leave it.” This strange 
advice, a bit difficult to understand, is attributed to 
Seneca. 

Someone else once spoke of the human body as “the 
human form divine.” The modern passion for exposing 
the epidermis has taught us that the human form is not 
divine at all, in most cases, but is something entirely pro¬ 
saic and earthly, and better concealed than flaunted. 

No, this divinity in man is not expressed in his physi¬ 
cal form, its appetites, its necessities, its foibles or its 
weaknesses. 

Divinity may lie in man’s reasoning ability, his unself¬ 
ish aspirations, his penchant for helping others, his ap¬ 
preciation of beauty, his ability to create beauty. 

Man’s kinship to divinity will be on the side of ideas, 
of course, for no one supposes divinity to be an over-sized 
flesh-and-blood man, but rather the source of ideas and 
goodness. 

Living too closely to our own bodies and their de¬ 
mands and their troubles, we may miss that kinship 
almost completely. 

The words of Seneca mean to live on a plane higher 
than the purely physical. Some human beings achieve 
that higher plane. It cannot be purchased; it is not for 
sale; it must be sought.

When business men support the fine arts, you may be 
sure that intelligent civic spirit and self-interest is behind 
the merger. 

Such seems to be the case in the sponsorship of the 
Federal Music project for 1937-38, as announced by three 
leading local merchants, Fred Newcomb, Carl Stein and 
Leonard L. Hurst. 

Thanks to their cooperation, Santa Ana will be sure 
of keeping the $72,000 per year project which otherwise 
might have been lost to Los Angeles. 

Now that business support is behind the financing of 
the project, the music-loving public should wake up and at¬ 
tend some of the concerts. 

Composed of fine musicians, the federal symphony 
orchestra will give its first fall concert Nov. 4. It deserves 
100 per cent support.

Long Step Forward 

The long, long battle to put postmasters—all of them 
—under civil service will doubtless come to a head during 
the next session of congress.

000 , 000 , more than half of the 
Cesarewitch pool, which fell just 
a little short of $13,500,000. The 
investment undoubtedly was much 
greater, because, invariably, a 
number of phony issues are sold to 
our gullibles and because, invari¬ 
ably, a portion of the genuine 
tickets retailed here are duds 
whose owners do not get a run 
for their money. That happens 
when the agent decides to keep the 
purchase price of $2.50 for himself 
instead of remitting it to Dublin. 

The agent is under a strong 
temptation to do this, because the 
victim, even if he is of a mind to 
have the law on the agent, cannot 
come into court with clean hands, 
being involved in an illegal trans¬ 
action himself. Moreover, most 
Americans are unaware that the 
deal is incomplete unless they re¬ 
ceive from the Irish hospitals fund 
in Dublin, well in advance of the 
race, a formal receipt acknowl¬ 
edging that the agent has sent in 
the money and the stub. An agent 
who peddles 100 or 1000 tickets for 
cash has only his conscience for a 
policeman to make him do the 
right thing, and most of his clients 
would not even know they had 
been swindled.
